icient you endow h i m with 
! power in several fields. The 
j I’residenl i s Commander-in- 
Chief of the I'nited Stales 
.•\rmed Forces. He may grant 
reprieves and pardons for of¬ 
fenses against the United 
Slates, except in impeachment 
eases. With the advice and 
consent of the Senate he may- 
make treaties, appoint am¬ 
bassadors. other public min¬ 
isters and consuls, justices of 
the Supreme Court. Cabinet 
members, and other fwleral 
officers. 

It is his duty to give lo Con¬ 
gress information concerning 
the slate of the Union and lo 
recommend measures he jud¬ 
ges lo be necessary He must 
receive ambassadors and oth¬ 
er public ministers from for¬ 


eign governments. He shall 
receive, approve and sign, or 
veto all bills passed by Con 
gress and see that all the laws 
are faithfully executed. 

One of the great tragedies 
of our American heritage is 
that so many people fail to 
Lake advantage of all it pro¬ 
vides. Only 50Cc of our states 
turn out half or more of the 
potential vote. 

We must do our part. The 
opportunity is ours to culti¬ 
vate an informed citizenry'— 
to know what makes a good 
candidate, what the major is¬ 
sues facing the public are, to 
know more exactly what we 
the doing when we go to the 
polls and participate in run¬ 
ning our own affairs. These 
opportunities are our heri¬ 
tage and their fulfillment our, 
obligation as American citiz-1 
ens.

Produces Phobia 

(ACT)—From the Univer- 
sitv o f Rhode Island BEA¬ 
CON; 

This being an election year 
the American public is likely 
lo register a rise in “politico- 
phobia.” according to Dr. L. 
Guy Brown, head of the URI 
Department of Sociology. 

“Politiocophobia is a dislike 
of unscrupulous political per¬ 
sons, and this dislike may 
vary in degree from a rather 
mild antipathy to a morbid 
fear of such persons,” Dr. 
Brown said during a discus¬ 
sion of a glossary of 161 pho¬ 
bias he has compiled from his 
sociological investigations. 

Dr. Brown said politicopho- 
bia was particularly ascend¬ 
ant during the so-called Com¬ 
munist Congressional hear¬ 
ings conducted by the late 
Senator McCarthy. “Tve, 
known people who were so I 
revolted by his tactics that | 
they couldn’t bear watching 
him on television, or listening 
to the radio reports,” he said.
